R. HORTICULTURISTS 
MAKE SURVEY TO DETER- 
MINE COMMERCIAL VAL- 
LE.

L. M. Eaton of Detroit, a horticul- 
turist in the employ of the Michigan 
Centra: Railroad company, and E. J. 
Leenhouts, of the agricultural depart- 
ment of the same company, arrived in 
Grayling Monday morning for the 
purpose of making inspection of the 
Ward apple orchard at Frederic. 

It is the desire of the Railroad com- 
pany to learn the true commercial 
value of this orchard with the pos- 
sible intention of getting it taken over 
by some company that will operate it 
on a more intensive plan. 

This orchard was set out by Henry 
T. Ward about 16 years ago and con- 
sisted at that time of 800 acres. Since 
that time 200 acres were destroyed by 
fire, and the remainder of the orchard 
has been neglected and is far from be- 
ing in a good producing condition. 

It has been under the management 
of Eli Forbush for more than. ten 
years. The dwners have not allotted 
enough money with which to keep the 
orchard up as it should be. Spraying 


and pruning was sadly neglected. Mr. | 


Forbush and the few men allowed him 
as assistants were unable to handle 
this enormous number of trees, and 
now the place is in such a condition 
that it will require considerable prun- 
ing and attention to bring it up to 
where it should be. ; 

The Ward orchard started out with 
bright prospects, and bid fair to be- 
come a real valuable asset to the com- 
mercial interests of Northern Michi- 
gan. The owners sold their crop to 
packers in the fall of 1910 for $45,000, 
the purchasers doing their own picking 
and packing. Since that time crops 
have varied in value. 

Mr. Eaton says that he found quite 
a number of diseased trees and a num- 
ber that should be cut: down entirely. 
In order for him to arrive at the true 
status of the trees in relation to their 
commercial value, he says, he should 
inspect the orchard during each season 
of the year—winter, spring, summer 
and autumn. Then he would be able 
to know definitely just what may be 


expected from this orchard in the way | 


of marketable fruit.

In following years he fought 
the Turks, served in their prisons, was 
wounded, escaped and finally came to 
the United States where he set to work 
to build up a comfortable home for his 
remaining loved ones. I] fortune pur- 
sued him. After accumulating consid- 
erable money he lost tt in a business 
venture. Then America, the land of 
his aduption, entered the war and he 
followed the flag to the front. 

In spite of broken health from the 
military service he had set at work 
once more to build up a fortune for his 
family and belleved his ambition wag 
attained when death clalmed him. 


10 CO-OPERATE WITH BUREAU 


Legion Will Assist Veterans’ Branch In 
Aiding Former Warriors Serving 
Time in Institutions. 


The American Legion will co-operate 
with the United States veterans’ bu- 
renu in the extension of vocational 
training and medical rehabilitation to 
the 18,000 veterans of the World war 
serving sentences {n federal] and state 
penal Institutlons, Joe Sparks, chair- 
man of the Legion's national rehabill- 
tation commitree, has announced, 

Veterans’ bureau officials bel'ave 
that there are many men now tserving 
sentences who may be unsware that 
the bureau fs interested in their well- 
being, and possibly others ‘whose im- 
prisonment may be due to conditions 
resulting from war service. Of the 18,- 
000 imprisoned, only about 2,000 are 
receiving benefits from the bureau. 

Legion officials may be named by 
courts as guardians for mentally dis- 
abled veterans under the proposed 
plan. Many: mentally incompetent ex- 
service men are said to be suffering 
from lack of proper guardianship, and 
thelr vondition renders them incapable 
of instituting court action in their 
favor. 

It {s probable that the new pian will 
first be tried out in the federal prisons 
at Atlanta, Leavenworth and McNeil 
Tsland, Seattle. Veterans’ bureau phy- 
sicians, mental spectal(sts and voca- 
tlonal educators would be permitted 
to survey the institutions to determine 
the nature of rehabilitation measures 
to be taken. The plan may later In- 
clude parole of prisoners under care 
of the American Legion or welfare or- 
ganizations, while they could be sent 
to vocational schools elsewhere if fa- 
cilitles for such education were not 
available at the penal institutions. 


“The Canada of Vimy Ridge.” 

“The Canada of Vimy Ridge,” as it 
is described, is soon to become a real- 
{ty on that historicak spot where the 
Canadians stemmed the tide of Ger- 
man Invaders of France. Where now 
is but the barren, war-torn field, Is soon 
to blossom with the trees and flowers 
of Canada, transplanted with loving 
care from their native land to France, 
The project is In the hands of a com- 
mission named from Canada. France 
has granted 250 acres of land for me 
mortal purposes. Walter Allward, To- 
ronto sculptor, now in France, was de- 
signed the monuments which mark the 
spot. He was able to place the princi- 
pal memorial at a point from which 
may be seen the desolated lands 
tramped over by Canadian soldiers, 
many to die there. The land will be 
created Into a park.

The help of the American Legton is 
demanded in many communitles for 
every question of civic development. 
A recent Instance Is found at Denton, 
Mont., where school funds are low and 
the tocal post of the Legion hag. under- 
taken to provide the school gymnasium 
with equipment.

More public attention having been

Failure of the 2-cent gasoline tax 
pill and the subsequent defeat by

“pas bloc” bitter-enders of the weight ; 


tax bill for motor cars, designed to 
substitute for it. leaves the state 
highway department short of funds 
for continued road development, 

Failure te pass any reapportion- 
ment bill affecting senate and house 
seats, despite the constitutional man- 
date that this be done by the 1925 
legislature, may result in the legis- 
lators being called back in special 
session later in the year. The gaso- 
Hne tax—-weight tax battle might be 
resumed again at such a session if 
the governor calls the matter up. 

The senate buried in committee the 
income tax bill passe? by the house 
despite the referendum vote against 
such a tax last November. The effort 
to reapportion primary sehool funds 
also failed. 

Perhaps the chief accomplishment 
of the 1923 lepislature was the taking 
of a definite stand against tax-exempt 
bonds and securities, 

Of the 3835 acts adopted by 
legislators 154 originated in the sen- 
ate and 181 in the house.

SWISS FASCISTI IS BLAMED 


Government Fears for Own Citizens 
in Russia—Victim Warned to 
Leave Lausanne. 


Lausannée—M. Vorovaky, head of 
the Russias Soviet delegation and un- 
bidden guest, at the Lausanne peace 
conference, was assassinated Thurs- 
day night. He was shot several times 
and killed outright. M. Ahrens, head 
of the Soviet press bureau in Lau- 
sanne, and M. Didwilkowski, another 
Russian, were wounded, the former 
seriously. . 

Vorovsky was the first victim, and 
the assassin then turned the weapon 
on Ahrens, Who was struck by three 
bullets, then shot Didwilkowski. 

The assassin was seized aa he at- 
tempted to escape from the hotel. His 
name is Maurice Alexander Conradi, 
and, according to the police, who sub- 
jected him to a severe grilling, be- 
longs to the canton of Grisons, 

The tragedy has shaken staid Lau- 
Banne to its foundations. Swiss opin- 
ion is inclined to condemn the asser- 
tion that the crime is attributable to 
a Fascist! pilot. The Swisa Fascist! 
are not taken very seriouusly. 

There is considerable apprehension 
in Swiss government circles regarding 
the cpnsequences the crime tay have 
for the 800 Swiss citizens residing in 
Russia. 

The Russian delegation issued a 
statement accusing the Swiss authorit- 
ties of being tacit accomplices jn the 
cowardly crime, 

The powers which organized the 
Lausanne conference also are morally 
responsible, because they created con- 
fusion in the public mind by their 
attitude against the Russian deiega- 
tion and provided the atmosphere 
from which the crime sprang. 

The recently organized Fascisti 
took up the matter and warned Vor- 
ovsky and his colleagues to leave 
Lausanne by Friday. Vorovsky 
ignored the warning. 

The leaders of the Fascisti, how- 
ever, disclaimed responsibility for the 
crime. They asserted that the only 
plan they had in view was to kidnap 
Vorovsky Friday and escort him over 
the Italian frontier. 

The assassin Conradi told the pa- 
Hee that he was born in Petrograd of 
Swiss parentage. He said he served 
as a captain in the Russian army dur- 
ing the World war.

HEROES AWARDED DECORATIONS 


Many Americans Recelve Honors For 
Gallantry From Other Natlons. 


Washington — Decorations have 
been awarded by the United States 
to heroes of the war, to semi-heroes, 
to civilian non-combatants and to 
Others fn excess of 8,000. When the 
final returns are in, the total may 
reach 8,600. 

These decorations include medals 
of honor, commonly known as Con- 
gressional medala, distinguished ‘ser- 
vice medals, distinguished service 
crosses, oak leaf clusters and silver 
star citations, all issued by the war 
department, and all supposed to be 
a reward for gallantry in action or 
for signal service in the military 
service of the nation.

grand total of something like 26.000

Use of T. N. T. Urged to Blow Out 
Huge Funeral Pyre. 


Corsicana, Tex.—Thirteen identi- 
fied bodies, threé skeletons smoulder- 
ing in a grim well pit, and possibly a 
score of others to be uncovered mark 
a tally of death, wrought by the ex- 
plosion of the giant gusher of the J. 
K. Hughes Development company 
(McKie number one well). 

Three hundred feet of flame, streak, 
ing the horizon with leaps and starts, 
ominously signalize the fire for 50 
miles around, reports radiating back 
here tell. 

The huge producer, which came in 
late Tuesday, flowing 15,000 barrels 
of pipe line oil, is a veritable funeral 
pyre.

Many Children Among = Victims— 
Finest Farm Homes in Area 
Wrecked—Wires Down. 


Colorado City, Texas—Fifty persons 
were killed and nearly 100 injured 
when a tornado struck near here 
Monday, W. H. Cooper, secretary of 
the local chamber of commerce, esti- 
mated after a preliminary survey. 

Many of the dead are children, ac- 
cording to Cooper, who said the tor- 
nado cut a path one mile in width. 
The storm originated near 
son, south of here, and extended to 
a@ point near Loraine, 16 miles away. 

Rescue parties have been sent from 


here and Loraine into the stricken ; 


area but these have not given a re- 
port to authorities here. 

All telephone lines to homes in the 
district are down. 

“Many of the best farm homes in 
Mitchell 


run high,” Cooper. said. “Thousands 
of dollars damage was done to crops.” 

The Colorado sanitarium is filled 
with

the injured are in a serious condl- 
tion and are expected to die. 

The tornado, ripped through Mitch- 
ell and Howard countées in the Texas 
Panhandle, while residents were still 
in their beds, leaving death and de- 
struction in its wake. 


Little Rock, Ark.—Reports of loss 
of life in the southwest tornado and 
flood place the total of more than 
100. The casualty list also comprises 
hundreds of injured and heavy prop- 
erty damage, according to brief ac- 
counts received here, 

At Hot Springs, Ark., the death toll 
is placed at 50. Colorado City, Texas, 
also suffered a loss of 50 killed and 
100 injured. 

Fifteen bodies already have been 
recovered at that place. Incomplete 
reports from sparsely settled districts 
indicate that the death list will be 
greatly increased when complete tab- 
ulation is made.
